Farmhouse 


Pilot Had Started 
To Return A fter 
Engine Troubles 


DRAYTON, England UP 
—The Royal

EST) said 17 
persons were known dead 
and three injured. 
An earlier Air Ministry state­ 
ment said at least 21 persons were 
killed, 
including 
17 servicem en 
and four civilians. A number of 
police dogs on 
the four-engine 
plane, en route from a nearby air­ 
field to the M editerranean island 
of M alta, also perished. 
The aircraft, a 40-ton Beverly 
Baxter, the RAF’s newest ultra­ 
heavy workhorse plane, smashed 
into a group of farm dwellings in 
Suttonwick Lane at ll 28 a.m . 
(6:28 a rn. EST). It had developed 
j engine trouble and was trying to 
get back to Abingdon Airfield, two 
miles to the south. 
Drayton is eight miles south of 
Oxford and about 50 miles west 
of London. 
In its first statem ent on the 
crash, the Air Ministry said there 
were 20 servicem en and nine dogs 
aboard the plane. It said 17 of 
the servicem en were killed when 
the aircraft sm ashed into a farm ­ 
house. It said four civilian occu­ 
pants of the farmhouse also were 
killed. 
In its later, am ended statem ent, 
the Air Ministry said there were 
18 persons on the plane, including 
crew m em bers and service pas­ 
sengers. It said 15 of these were 
killed, witn two civilians on the 
ground also killed.
